The sinus cavilies are accessory cavities of 
the noge which open off of the nasal chamber 
something in the manner of small caves which 
branch off of a main cave. They are connected 
with the inside of the nose by very minute open- 
ings, through which they drain. 

Evidently Nature placed these hollow sinuses 
within the bones of the skull for the dual pur- 
pose of making the skull lighter in weight, and 
of adding resonance to the speaking voice. 

The sinuses are lined with an extension of the 
same mucous membrane which lines the nose. 
The well-drained and well-ventilated sinus ap- 
pears to remain healthy and to keep its natural 
immunity to disease, but when anything inter- 
feres with proper drainage, sinus trouble is 
likely to develop. 

The symptoms of sinus trouble, or sinusitis, 
depend to some extent upon whether the disease 
is in the acute stage or the chronic stage, and 
are also influenced by the amount of pus accu- 
mulating within the sinus itself. With the 
accumulation of a large amount of pus, a most 
excruciating pain will develop caused by the 
failure of the discharge to escape from the sinus. 

Unfortunately, inflammation of a sinus tends 
to close the opening because of swelling of the 
mucous membrane and hence, at the very time 
when the sinus is discharging mucus and pus, 
the exit is obstructed. This means that drainage 
is most poor when it is most needed. 

Patients describe the pain of sinusitis in vari- 
ous ways; some say that it is sharp or boring, 
others describe more of a dull, heavy discom- 
fort. When the sinus cavity of the cheekbone is 
affected, the patient may complain of toothache, 
or may complain of a neuralgia-like pain. 

Headache is a more or less common finding 
in sinus trouble and may prove a source of much 
discomfort in the chronic cases. Sometimes the 
patient complains of a feeling of pressure or full- 
ness within the affected sinus. In severe acute 
cases, there may be considerable swelling around 
the cheekbone and around the eye. Chronic 
sinus trouble usually either greatly blunts the 
sense of smell, or causes it to disappear alto- 
gether 

When poison is being continually absorbed 
from one of the sinuses which has become a 
able pus pocket, the patient will note the 
of energy, tiredness, easy irritability, and 
general feeling of being below par seen in any 
continued focal infection.

works outside of the home is not an easy one. How can she be a success-| 
ful wife and keep a contented husband? F, T. 


Answer: 

I'll say the lot of the woman who has not only to fry the bacon 
but also bring home her share of it is a hard one, She has not only 
to do two women’s work, which is a burden the good Lord never in- 
tended to be laid on any wife's back, but she also has to contend with 
all the problems that the purely domestic woman has to solve in deal- 
ing with a husband, and then plenty more that rise out of the un- 
Matwial situation in which she is placed, 


There is no denying that in the scheme of things it was designed that 
the husband should be the breadwinner and the wife should make and) 
keep the home. That division of Iabor gave each one plenty to do. Un- 
fortunately, however, under present economic conditions it is often neces- 
Sary, as in your case, for the wife to help make the dough as well as bake 
it. So far very few men seem to be big enough and just enough to realize 
how hard this is on the wife and to help work out an equitable adjustment 
of their problem. 


There are, of course, exceptions to the rule, but the great majority of 
husbands do not secin to appreciate that for a woman to h # down two 
Jobs puts her under a physical and nervous strain that only . ic with an 
iron constitution can stand. She must begin the day under high pressure. 
Rush through getting the breakfast and doing a little slapdash cleaning up. 
Hurry to the office or store. Give every ounce of strength and vitality to 
her work. Hasten home, stopping on the way to buy the food for the 
evening meal.
